FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 


From the Clev eland Plain Dealer. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s reluctant con­ 
sent to stand as democratic candidate for 
governor of New York is one of the great­ 
est personal sacrifices an American citi­ 
zen has ever made to his sense of public 
duty. 
And there is the added considera­ 
tion of Roosevelt’s devoted friendship for 
Governor Smith 
and 
his willingness to 
subordinate all other interests to his ef* 
fort to aid the democratic presidential as­ 
pirant. 
It can scarcely 
be 
doubted that the 
nomination of Roosevelt will increase the 
democratic chances in New York. Quite 
aside from the general realization of his 
eminent qualification for the office of 
governor there is a sentimental interest in 
his candidacy, and sentiment in America 
is not valueless as a political asset. 
Eight years ago Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
then a vigorous man in his late thirties, 
accepted the democratic nomination for 
vice president. 
He had been known for 
his valuable service as assistant secretary 
of the navy under Wilson. 
Shortly after 
the close of the 1920 campaign Roosevelt 
was stricken with infantile paralysis, one 
of the most dreadful diseases of civiliza­ 
tion and one of the most difficult to com­ 
bat. 
For years he 
has 
been making a 
winning fight to regain his health, but 
this has necessitated wintering in the 
south and constant attention to remedial 
measures. 
Now, after an earnest and al­ 
most tragic appeal to be spared, he con­ 
sents to the sacrifice when it is impressed 
upon him that by being a candidate he 
will aid Smith and the democratic party 
ir. New York, 
Win or lose, Roosevelt will be remem­ 
bered as a courageous gentleman, a good 
citizen and a loyal friend.

WAY TO GET MORE ROADS NOW 
! 


From the Kansas City Star. 


As modern roads hav e b een b u ilt in 
Missou ri and as their b enefits hav e he- 
come appai ent, 
a demand has grown for 
extension of these improv ements in vari­ 
ou s parts of the state. 
Some sections, 
notab ly in Northern Missou ri, hav e felt 
they were not getting the roads to which 
they were entitled. 
Bu t whatev er the 
basis of the plea, the call has b een for 
more roads. At each meeting of the legis­ 
latu re since the present state highway 
system was 
estab lished 
b y law there 
hav e b een attempts to add to the mileage 
of the system or to tu rn some of the road 
fu nds to cou ntry highway u ses. 
There is a recognized need, then, for 
more roads. 
How are they to be had? 
The road bond proposition to be voted on 
in November affords the answer. 
Legis­ 
lative attempts, having failed in the past, 
are not likely to succeed, certainly in the 
immediate future. 
But, should additional 
roads be authorized, there would remain 
the problem of funds to build them. 
Without the bonds, the road system 
row laid out could not be completed be­ 
fore the end of nine years, or by 1937. 
Further, 
there 
would be no funds for 
needed additions to that system or, more 
important still, for construction of an ad­ 
ditional system of farm-to-market roads 
reaching into every community of the 
state. 
A start on the latter would have 
to be delayed for nearly ten years. 
With the bonds authorized, the pres­ 
ent system of 7,640 miles, now a little 
more than half completed, could be rush­ 
ed to completion by 1933, or within four 
years from the time the bond funds be­ 
came available. 
Urgently needed addi­ 
tions could be made to the system within 
another year, with relief of congestion 
near the big cities by widening of main 
roads. 
Then, previous to that time, funds 
having begun to accumulate for the pur­ 
pose, construction of the supplementary 
roads to cover the whole state could have 
been started, and 
by 
1937 
the 
total 
amount available for that purpose would 
be 40 million dollars. 
These all are cal­ 
culations of the state highway depart­ 
ment. 
They can be depended upon. 
Thus it should be clear that the one 
way to get the roads Missouri wants and 
needs is through the bond issue. 
That 
would involve no increase whatever in ve­ 
hicle license fees, the gasoline or other 
tax. 
Any other method of speeding up 
construction of roads in the state would 
require additional taxation. 
The bond 
proposition should 
carry 
its appeal to 
every citizen of Missouri.

The Columb ia, which was “crack- 
ed up” in Italy after its flight of 
alm ost 4,000 miles from Lew York 
to G erm any in June, 1927, has since 
b een virtually reb uilt. Williams said 
m echanics had nearly completed a 
thorough tuning-up of the machine,
